THEY C ONSU L TED CLEVELAND 


Fo See What He w ished Done—And 
Afterwards Filibustered. 

Washington, February 19.—There was no 
vote on the bill of Senator Jones to pro- 
vide for the unrestricted coinage of silver. 
This is the result of a visit made to the 
white house this morning and a subsequent 
conference with certain republican sena- 
tors, who have agreed to help the dem- 
ocrats. The last thing the senate did last 
evening was to receive the notice of Mr. 
Jones that he would ask the senate to sit 
oday until a vote should be had. Early 
this morning, according to a well authen- 
ticated story, the accuracy of which is 
not denied, Senators Brice and Vilas vis- 
ited the president to see what his wishes 
were in the matter. These gentlemen de- 
cline to say anything about what trans- 
pired, but were vigorous in their assertions 
that the vote should not be taken, and 
Mr. Vilas is credited with having made 
the positive assertion that he would lead 
the flibustering if that severe measure 
were necessary to defeat the bill which 
has before the senate as 
unfinished business. 

The campaign was outlined soon after 
the day’s session begun, and before an 
hour had elapsed there was a list of 
twelve names on the desk of the vice 
president of those who intended making 
speeches on the Dill. 

How long this sort of thing will keep 
up remains for the silver men to determine. 
Tne administrauon is determined that ho 
coinage bili shall pass and the proposition 
will be antagonized to the bitter end, even 
if the apprecpriation bills fail and an extra 
session 1s ihe result.

The United States treasurer reports that 
up to and inciuding lebruary 18th, the 
treasury had received in gold coin on ac- 
count of the recent sale of bonds to the 
Belmont-Morgan syndicate $20,454,000, @hd 
had given in exchange for the same certifi- 
cates entiting the holders to $19,603, 402 in 
the bonds when ready for delivery. The 
amount of gold paid in represents the prin- 
cipal and &ccrued interest. The volus wil 
bear date of February 1, 189, and interest 
on the same will be paid by the treasury 
from that time. As tne gold is paid in by 
the syndicate, accrued interest from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1890, ceases. 

Rothschild’ s Announcement. 

London, February 19,—N. M. Rothschild 
& Sons and J. S. Morgan & Co. have issued 
a prospectus for a 4 per cent loan of $2,- 
$17,500, nominal, Both principal and interest 
payable in the United States, cne-haif of 
which is reserved for issue in the United 
States. The price is £227 per $1,000 bond. 
The scrip will carry a coupon of £3.3, pay- 
able August Ist, but thercafter the interest 
will be payable quarterly. The loun runs 
thirty years, when it is redeemable at the 
pleasure of the government. At the price 
of issue, the return to the investor would 
be i3 10s 6d. The bonds are qucted tonight 
at 34@ per cent premium. There is no doubt 
that the loan will be covered several times.

STATEMENT FROM CARLISLE... 


Thinks He Should Have Authority to 
Issue Short Time Bonds. 

Washington, February 19.-—In reply to a 
resolution 
whether it is “necessary or desirable that 
legislation should be had authorizing the 
issuing of bonds, treasury notes or other 
Securities to realize moneys for the pur- 
pose of paying current deficiencies in the 
revenue,” Secretary Carlisie today sent to 
the senate a statement showing the avail- 
able cash balance in the treasury yester- 
day to be—inclusive of the $55,101,704 of the 
gold reserve—f99,875,284. The secretary is 
of the opinion that the treasury ought to 
be permafiently invested with authority to 
issue and sell short-time bonds, or other 
obligations of the government, for the pur- 
pose of raising money to meet such defici- 
encies in the ordinary revenues as may 
occur from*time to time; but he does not 
think there is any necessity at present for 
the exercise of such authority if it existed. 
It is not probable, he says, that such de- 
ficiencies will occur during the remainder 
of the current year, as it is estimatad that 
during the next fiscal year the receipts wul 
exceed the expenditures, 


STRIKE IN GALVESTON. 


Refuse to Work Twelve 
Hours a Day. 

Galveston, Tex,, February 19—The Gal- 
veston cotton mill operatives, nearly 600 
Strong, went on strike today on account 
of a request from the management of the 
mills to work an extra hour each day, 
Which would place their working time at 
twelve hours per day, This, the operatives 
declared, was too long for the women and 
children to work, and they concluded to 
strike, The extra hour was asked for by 
the management on account of the mill 
being shut down three days last week dur- 
ing the severe cold weather, The operatives 
were requested to work the exira hour 
daily for one week only, to make up the 
time lost last week.

DEFENDED. BY YILAS 


Mr. Cleveland’s Old Friend Talks of 
the Bond Issue. 


RE WOULD HAVE BUT ONE STANDARD 


Vilas Had Just Returned from a 
Talk with the President. 


HE AND THE REPUBLICANS FILIBUSTER 


Equire Replies to Him in an Effective Way 
by Having Read the Coin Act of 1875. 
A Substitute Resolution. 


Washington, February 19.—Senator Vilas, 
democrat, of Wisconsin, made a long, able 
and eloquent speech in the senate today 
in defense of the president of the United 
States and his secretary of the treasury 
in the matter of the sale of $62,000,000 of 4 
per cent bonds for gold. The speech was 
made on the bill before the senate for the 
free coinage of silver, but had no reference 
whatever to that bill. Mr. Vilas showed 
that the president had endeavored to get 
congress to act upon the financial d'ificul- 
thes, in which the treasury had found it- 
Self by the drainage of gold; and that, as 
congress hadi declined to act, 
avail himself of the power which the ex- 
isting laws gave him, and to buy gold by 
the issue of bonds. The price obtained for 
the bonds, Mr. Vilas contended, was the 
hizhest that could be obtained under the 
circumstances, or, in other words, 3% per 
cent Was the lowest rate of interest at 
which the bonds would be taken by the 
great banking houses which had been ep- 
plied to. Three and five-eighths per cent 
had been offered in all the great money 
centers and had been refused; und all be- 
cause the bonds did not provide specifically 
for payment in gold: coin. 

After Mr. Vilas’s speech, Mr. Platt, re- 
publican, of Connecticut, made a speech 
against the free silver bill itself. 

An effort was made by Mr. Jones to have 
a time fixed for taking the Jinal vote on 
the bill; but, as its antagonists refused to 
fix any time, the debate went on; and Mr. 
Piatt argued against the Fill. 

Another proposition, to have the vote 
takén at 3 o'clock tomorrow, was made by 
Mr. Jones and objected to by Mr. Aldrich, 
who said that when the bill was first 1n- 
troduced by Mr. Jones it contained nine 
sections, including one for the issue of five 
hundred millions in bonds and one for the 
retirement of greenbacks; and he thought 
that the senate was entitled to an expiana- 
tion as to why those eight sections had 
been abandoned, 

As all attempts to have an hour fixed 
for taking the vote met with obections, 
Mr. Platt went on with his speech. He gave 
it as his belief, in which he knew many 
of his republican associates would not 
agree with him, that the vice of the whole 
financial situation in this country lay in 
the paper currency issued by the govern- 
ment. 

There Was a Large Attendance. 

There was an unusually large attendance 
of senators this morning, probably in view 
of the expected contest over tne free silver 
coinage bill; and the galleries were also 
well filled with interested spectators. The 
routine morning business, Rowever, con- 
sumed the first half hour witn matters of 
little public concern. 

A conference report on the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill was pre- 
sented and agreed to. All the differences 
between the two houses on that bill have 
been arranged, except as to the appropria- 
tion of 300,000 to begin the construction of 
the cable a Hawaii, on which the con- 
ferees were unable to agree. A further 
conference was ordered on that item. 

Mr. Call presented the memorial to con- 
gress of ‘“The World’s Arbitration League,” 
signed by Bishop Newman, as president, 
With the signatures of one hundred and 
fifty members of the British parliament, 
ar.d asked that it be printed in the Record, 
So ordered. 

Mr. Bate, democrat, of Tennessee, intro- 
duced a bill to aid the Tenn«ssee Centen- 
nial exposition, at Nashville, Tenn., in 1896. 
Referred. 

The senate passed a bill to aid in the 
erection of a monument to the Maryland 
heroes of the revolutionary war. It ap- 
propriates $40,000, to be expended by the 
Maryland Society of the Americam Revolu- 
tion, to aid in erecting, in Baltimore, a 
suitable monument to the memory of the 
patriots who aided in establishing the in- 
dependence of the United States. 

The credentials of Mr. Wiison, the new 
senator from the state of Washington, 
were presented, and he was sworn in— 
thus complejing the full senate member- 
ship to eighty-eight.

Then the tug of war was on. The Dill 
was read in full. In the opening skirmish, 
Mr. Jones said the friends of his bill were 
willing to put the matter to a test now, 
without a word of debate. If the opponents 
of the bill saw fit to resist, and to discuss 
it, of course its friends could not help it; 
but they had to make an earnest effort to 
get a vote. Mr, Jones added that he did 
not propose to jeopardize any appropriation 
bill. There was plenty of time to pass them

as was apparent, however, that no vote 
couml be taken at once, nor at any time 
that could be definitely stated; so Mr. 
Jones said he had only to request that the 
debate would proceed as rapidly as possible 
and that the vote might be had at the 
earliest possible hour, He would, therefore, 
ask the senate to remain in session today 
until a vote was got, if that could ®e ac- 
complished. 

Vilas Opens the Debate. 
The general debate was opened by Mr. 


Vilas, the tenor of his remarks being giv- 


en above. While Mr. Vilas was speaking,

Mr. Vilas concluded his argument with 
the declaration that “the people of the 
United States love their honor as they prize 
their liberty, and their sober judgment has 
never tolerated and never will tolerate the 
national reproach of the least equivocation 
in dealing with its.creditors. That gentle- 
man never itived, however high-bred, honor- 
able and chivalrous, whose sense of honor 
was keener, higher, or more sensitive than 
the public opinion of the free men of Amer- 
ica’ 

Mr. Vilas spoke for nearly four hours, 
and commanded close attention all through 
his speech. When he took his seat Mr. 
Squire, republican, of Washington, sent 
to the clerk’s desk and had read the act 
of June 25, 1878, expressly declaring that all 
United States bonds payable in coin should 
be paid in gold or silver coin at the option 
of the government. That act, he said, was 
a full and complete answer to the entire 
argument of the senator from Wisconsin. 

A conference report on the bill as to the 
time when income tax returns are to be 
made was presented and explained by Mr. 
Vest and agreed to, 

Mr. Platt then took the floor, to speak 
against the bill. 

Mr. Vest, from the committee on com- 
merce, reported a bill postponing the time 
when “the rules of sea’’—to prevent colli- 
sions—agreed to between the maritine na- 
tions are to go into effect, the preamble 
stating that this is done at the earnest re- 
quest of the government of Great Britain. 

After remarks by Mr. Frye and Mr. 
White, in condemnation of the action of 
the British government in withdrawing 
from international agreement, the bill was

Dilatory Tactics. 

At 8 o’clock p. m. the republican oppo 
nents of the silver bill began a system of 
obstruction tactics, under the lead of Mr. 
Aldrich. He moved that the senate pro- 
ceed to executive business and all but six 
of the republican senators withheld their 
votes, This necessitated a call of the roll, 
to which fifty-seven senators (seven more 
than a quorum) responded. 

Again the vote was taken, 
quorum responded and again the roll call 
was resorted to. This rotation went on 
until finally, at 8:40 o’clock, only twenty 
senators answered to the roll call, when 
the sergeant-at-arms received an order to 
request the attendance of absent members 
and was furnished a list of their names. 

While the senate was waiting for the ap- 
pearance of a quorum negotiations were 
being carried on for a way out of the diffi- 
culty, and the success of these negotia- 
tions—of which Mr. Cockrell was the prin- 
cipal manager—was apparent when, at 
9 o'clock p. m., the quorum was com- 
pleted, the motion for an executive session 
was withdrawn by Mr. Aldrich and the 
following resolution: was offered by Mr. 
Wolcott, being the one agreed upon among 
the negotiators: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
senate that the welfare and prosperity of 
the. United States require the enactment 


of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

‘Resolved, That in view of the fact 
that this congress will expire by law on 
the 4th of March, and that there are im- 
portant appropriation bills requiring the at- 
tention of the senate, it is the sense of 
the senate that consideration of such a 
law be not entered upon at this session of 
congress.”’ 

“Let that resolution lie over until to- 
morrow and be printed,’’ said Mr. Jones, 
of Arkansas. 

The resolution went over, and the sen- 
ate, at 9 o’clock p. m., on motion of Mr. 
Jones, adjourned until tomorrow at ll 
o'clock. 


COTTON AND FERTILIZERS .. 


South Carolina Farmers Vote to Re- 
duce the Acreage. 

Columbia, 8S. C., February 19.—(Special.)— 
A convention of alliancemen and farmers 
called by President Evans to consider the 
fertilizer and cotton acreage questions, met 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
tonight. It included about fifty represen- 
tative planters from all sections of the 
State. Congressman-elect J. William Stokes 
introduced a series of resolutions suggesting 
that farmers purchase commercial fertil- 
izers upon a contract to pay for them in 
cotton currency on November Ist. For 
acid phosphate, 175 pounds in middling cot- 
ton, or $10 in money per ton, was suggested; 
for Kainit, 190 pounds or $11, and for am- 
moniated fertilizers 300 pounds or $17—these 
prices to be for the goods free on board 
in Charleston, Freight, if prepaid by send- 
er, is to be paid in cotton at 6 cents. 

It was resolved, also, that planters use 
as little commercial fertilizer as possivbuie, 
and several speeches were made favoring 
its total disuse. With regard to the cotton 
acreage, it was resolved that it be cut 
down to the point at which cotton may be 
produced strictly as a surplus crop and 
without interefering with the productions 
of bread and meat and other supplies nec- 
essary to sustain farming operations. A 
resolution favoring a horizontal reduction 
of 33 per cent, after debate, was lost. 

The railroads were asked to reduce the 
freights on fértilizers 20 per cent. A com- 
mittee was appointed to issue an address 
to the farmers setting forth the action of 
the convention, and, at 11:15 p. m., the con- 
vention adjourned. It was declared in the 
convention that the suggestions were to be 
considered as merely advisory and not bind- 
ing upon those pmesent. In all the speeches 
a strong sentiment in favor of reducing 
the acreage was manifested. 


Women Put Out a Ticket. 

Steubenville, O., February 20.—The women 
of this city met in convention yesterday and 
decided on independent political action. 
They nominated the following for a board 
of education: 

Mrs, Rev. L. Painter, Miss L. R. Johnson, 
Mrs, R. L. Brownlee, Dr. Nettie Erskine, 
Mrs, E. T. Wells and Mrs, Albert Elliott. 
The resolutions passed declare that while 
the men have managed the board as well as 
they could, with women on the board, it 
may be more efficient. 


Safe in Port. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass,, Februory 19.— 
Schooner Annie L, Henderson, of Boston, 
for the safety of which vessel fears have 
been entertained, arrived in this harbor this 
cqg‘ernoon, after a passage of twenty-seven 
auys from Savannah, Ga., for Boston, with 
a cargo of yellow pine lumber.

Republicans Sweep Philadelphia by a 
Majority of 60,000. 


PATTISON GOES DOWN IN DEFEAT 


The Ex-Governor’s Good Luck De- 
serted Him at Last. 


DEMOCRATS ARE BADLY ROUTED 


One ofthe Most Bitter Campsigns Ever 
Waged inthe Quict Old Quaker Citg 
W bich Remains Under Ring Rule. 


Philadelphia, Pa., February 19.—Phila- 
delphia today maintained its reputation for 
stalwart republicanism and elected the 
candidates of the republican party by a 
‘Majority of from 45,000 to 55,000. The elec- 
tion today was for mayor, rcceiver of 
taxes, councilmen, police magistrates and 
school directors. 

The republicans made a clean sweep and 
elected their candidates for mayor and 
receiver of taxes by a greater majority 
than was ever given to similar officers 
upon local issues. The candidates of the 
republican party for mayor and receiver of 
taxes were City Solicitor Charles J. War- 
Wick and Charles J. Rohey respectively. 
Ex-Governor Pattison and Colonel Sylves- 
ter Bonnafone, Jr., were the ecandidates 
of the democratic party for the same of- 
fices. 

Scldom in the history of local politics 
has a-campaign been so fiercely fought 
as the one which closed tonight. The dem- 
ocratic papers made a violent assault 
upon Mr. Warwick and his associates on 
the ticket, and accused them of being the 
tools of a republican ring that would use 
them to further the individuual interests 
of certain members of the party. 

The republican papers retaliated in kind 
and scoffed at Mr. Pattison’s reform plat- 
form, and published columns of matter 
purporting to show that during his recent 
term as governor he used that office to 
further, in the most partisan manner, the 
interests of the democratic party.

Nashville, Tenn., February 19.—The gu- 
bernatorial contest investigating commit- 
tee met in the senate chamber at 9:30 
o’clock today.

A COMPROMISE REACHED. 


Conservatives and Tillmanites Said to 
Have Reached an Agreement. 


Columbia, 8S. C., February 19.—(Special.)— ‘ 


The city today teemed with politicians, 
including extreme Tillmanites, moderate 
Tillmanites, alliancemen and representa- 
tives from the various elements of the 
conservatives. Each faction has been 
watching the other and keeping mum. For 
a week ‘the curiosity of the whole state 
has been wrought up over the secret nego- 
tiations between the moderate conserva- 
tives, headed by Editor Hemphill and Sen- 
ator Barnwell, of Charleston, on one side, 
and Governor Evans and ex-Governor Till- 
man on the other. Nothing has been given 
out for publication, but the impression pre- 
vails that a definite plan for dividing rep- 
resentation in the constitutional conven- 
tion has been agreed upon. 

The Constitution’s representative learns 
from sources believed to be reliable that 
the division will be as follows: In those 
counties sending an even number of dele- 
gates to the convention the division will 
be equal between the Tillmanites and the 
conservatives. In those counties sending 
an odd number of delegates, and which 
the Tillmanites carried in the primary of 
1892, the odd delegate is to be a Tillmanite, 
and vice versa in counties carried by the 
conservatives in 1892. By this arrange- 
ment the Tillmanites will have a small 
majority, not more than fifteen out of 160 
in the convention. If this information is 
correct and the agreement has actually 
been reached, there is little risk in pre- 
dicting that it will be acceded to by all 
factions and a constitutional convention 
elected without a bitter contest between 
the white people. The convention called 
by the moderate Tillmanites for March 
6th has been postponed to March 27th, but 
the developments above described will 
probably make its holding unnecessary. 


Shows No Change. 

Dover, Del,, February 19,—The senatorial 
deadlock, which began over five weeks ago, 
remains unbroken.

THEY WANT THE MONEY... 


Inquiry in Parliament About the Beh- 
ring Sea Tribunal Award. 
London, February 19.—In the house of 
commons today Sir George Baden-Powell, 
member for the Kirkdale division of Liver- 
pool, asked the government for informa- 
tion regarding the payment of $425,000 
which the United States had undertaken as 
compensation to’sealers under the award 
of-the Behring sea tribunal of arbitration. 
He desired to be informed whether any 
steps for the appropriation of this sum 
would be taken by the United States con- 
gress before the rising of that body, which 

would occur in March. 

Sir Edward Grey, under foreign secretary, 
Teplied. that President Cleveland, in his 
message to congress, had recommended 
that provision should be made for the 
prompt payment of the sum awarded. Sir 


_Edward further said that the British am- 


bassador at Washington Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, in his report to the home govern- 
ment, concerning the matter had stated 
that there was no reason to doubt that the 
amount would be appropriated before the 
rising of congress. 

This statement was greeted from all 
sides with cries of “hear, hear.’’ 

Sir George Baden-Powell further inquir- 
ed if the United States had an agreement 
with the Russian government regarding the 
seal fisheries in the north Pacific ocean. 

Sir Edward Grey replied that an agree- 
ment had been concluded between these 
two countries in May, similar to the one 
existing between England and Russia, 
which it was understood would remain in 
force until either party gave formal notice 
of its intention to modify its provisions. 


BRITISH CABINET MEETING. 


It Is Thought Changes Will Be Made 
in the Government Programme. 

London, February 19.—The cabinet meet- 
ing which otherwise would have been held 
on Thursday was summoned today and sat 
for about an hour. The supposition is that 
the business transacted related to some 
changes in the programme of the govern-. 
ment for the session. There was not a 
whisper in the lobbies of the house of 
commons suggesting dissolution, nor was 
there “much gossip in political circles” 
over the matter. Not a single conservative 
evening paper ventures the absurdity of 
suggesting that the meeting had even the 
remotest reference to dissolution. 

The Globe, the leading evening paper, ex- 
plains the today’s meeting by saying it is 
usual for the cabinet to.meet immediately 
after the address in reply to the queen’s 
speech is carried, and surmises that the 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss the 
position of the Chinese-Japanese war. 


MUST COMBE TO JAPAN. 


Chinese Peace Envoys Must Enter the 
Territory of Their Enemy. 

London, February 19.—A dispatch from 
SBhenghai to the Central News says that 
Japan refuses to negotiate with China at 
Port Arthur or anywhere else but in Japan. 
Japanese warships are reported off Formosa 
and on the Chinese coast between Swa- 
tow and Hong Kong. General Ho Ming, 
who is now at Kan Chow, has been ordered 
to join Liu Kun Yi’s army. He is reputed 
to be a very brave soldier. 

A secret.seciety called Thalie, numbering 
20,000 members, recently planned an out- 
break at Peking, but the plot became known 
to the authorities and Was nipped in the 
bud. 

A Manchu official, Ting Kung, has been 
appointed taotai of New Chwang, with the 
powers of a provincial judge. 


Queen Victoria’s Drawing Room. 

London, February 19.—The queen’s draw- 
ing room, which was held this afternoon, 
was largely attended, owing to the great 
improvement in the weather. The debu- 
tantes all wore white, with pearl and dia- 
mond ornaments. The ladies having the 
entree mostly wore violet or dark clue and 
carried large bouquets of orchids, lilies of 
the valley, or roses. The prince of Wales 
was absent, owing to an attack of influenza. 
The princess of Wales and her daughters 
were present. The Dowager Empress Fred- 
erick, Princess Christian and all of the la- 
dies of the royal family accompanied the 
queen into the throne room at 3 o’clock.

HE IS INTERESTINGLY VAGUE 


Lawyers Quarrel Like Schoolboys 
and the Court Tolerates It. 


ONE WITNESS LEAVES THE CITY 


When the Defense Needs Him He Is Be- 
yond the Court’s Jurisdiction. 
Harry Hayward’s Money. 


Minneapolis, Minn.,February 19.—The Hay- 
ward trial dragged this morning and a 
rather dull and an uninteresting time was 
spent by The crowd present. Mr. Edward 
Goodsell was recalled to the stand this 
morning and Mr. Erwin examined him. His 
testimony related to large sums of money 
in the defendant's possession, while in Chi- 


cago. 

Mr. F. C. Erhardt, brother to the man 
who discavered the body of Miss Ging, was 
next called. His brother had come to the 
house and told him that there was a dead 
body in the road. They took a lantern, and, 
with a brother-in-law, went to the scene. 
This was about 8:30 o'clock. ‘“‘My brother,” 
said the witness, “stated that he had met 
a rig the other side of the hill. My brother 
went to the telephone and my brother-in- 
law and I stayed. I could not see how she 
could have fallen out of a buggy. The toe 
marks were dragged a little.”” In witness's 
opinion the woman was thrown out of the 
buggy. 

“Was the body tying on the right or the 
left side?’ 

“She was lying more on her stomach than 
the right side. The toes were on the 
ground and the heels up in the air. The 
body, from the waist up, might have been 
turned to the right side some.” 

“Are you sure the heel track was hers?” 

“Yes, sir; it was the only track near. The 
appearance “hdicated that she was yitched 
out of the buggy head first, did it not?’ 

“Yes, sir; it was the only track near.’ 

“The appearance indicated that she was 
pitched out of the buggy head first, cid it 
not?’ asked Mr. Nye. 

“Yes, sir. My Brother said he had met a 
buggy and was fmpressed that the body had 
been thrown out.” 

Mr. Erwin was not satisfied with this, 
and ageked: 

“Now, you found heel tracks. There is 
no way in the world a woman could be 
thrown out on her head and strike on he 
feet, is there?’

A wrangle occurred between County At- 
torney Nye and Attorney Erwin a few mime 
utes later. The latter stated that he wish- 
ed ta show that tgtimony had been manu- 
factured to break down the testimony of 
a witness. Like a flash Attorney Nyé 
sprang to his feet, exclaiming: 

“T’ll show you whether this testimony is 
manufactured or not before I get done!”’ 

“We will show you that there has been 
testimony manufactured,” was Mr. Erwin’s 
retort. 

Mr. Nye’s eyes flashed ominously as he 
fairly shouted: 

“And I wiil show where you have manu-~- 
factured evidence before I get done with 
this case. I will hunt you down to the end 
of the earth!’ 

At this point the court interfered, ex- 
claiming: 

“Gentlemen, cease, or I will fine you both 
for contempt.’’ 

Mr: Nye could not cool down so readily, 
however, and remarked in a voice that could 
be heard throughout the attorney’s inclos- 
ure: 

“I will teach Erwin to come in here and 
shoot off his mouth.” 

Mr. Erwin also excited the wrath of the 
court by endeavoring to show that the po- 
lice had persecuted his witness. Ihe court 
had already warned the attorney that this 
line of examination would not be allowed, 
but the attorney made another statement 
in the hearing of the jury causing Judge 
Smith to remark excitedly: 

“T think that the attorneys should know 
better than to ask such a question. 1 think 
thYfs is an insult.” 

Mr. Nye then took the witness, Mr. 
Grandall, the latter testifying, that the man 
who got in the carriage that night were 
pointed toes to his shoes. The defense will 
endeavor to prove that this was the man 
who conspired with Blixt to kill Miss Ging.

Grindall ewore this afternoon that efforts 
had been made to corrupt his testimony by 
an attorney, Cass Ebert, Ebert, he says, 
had been representing himself as one of Er- 
win’s men. The man said he did not find 
out till last Saturday that Ebert was work- 
ing for the state, Several other witnesses 
testified concerning the shooting, but while 
their testimony may have some bearing up- 
on the case later in the proceedings, it did 
not appear material at the present time.

The statement of the conferees was as fol- | 


lows: The effect of the action on the first 


amendment of the senate is to allow the 


owner of real estate to deduct the amount 
necessarily paid for fire insurance from the 
income from the same, when making his 
return. It applies only te real estate. It 
does not enlarge in other respects the 
amount of deductions that may be made. 
In the income tax law deduction might be 
made for necessary repairs, but not for bet- 
terments, This provision remains, and is not 
enlarged by the amendments agreed upon. 

The effect of the second amendment is to 
require corporations to return the tax list 
or corporate property, and relieve the indi- 
vidual from the necessity of doing so. It is 
agreed to by the conferees to prevent the 
possibility of double taxation, Whilst the 
law guarded against this, it was thought 
not improper to add any additional assur- 
ance thereof that was necessary. 

The amendment added by the conferees 
to the second amendment frees employers 
from the necessity of returning the names 
and salaries of their employes. For that 
purpose the right will still exist. 

From the third amendment, limiting in 
prerogatories, taxpayers shall be required 
to answer those specially provided in the 
act (the senate conferees recede.) This was 
thought best not only for the government 
but the taxpayers.

On account 
of the increase in the state’s revenues 
during the past ten yes, cused by the 
remarkable developments in the mineral 
division of Alabama, the legislatures have 
seen fit to decrease the tax raie a little 
at every session, until during the past two 
years it has been found to be too small. 
‘4he present assembly, therefore, increased 
it % of 1 per cent, which will add ma- 
terially to the state’s income. 


It was developed during the session that | 
the | 


taxes were unequally assessed under 
present system, and that an enormous 
amount of property escaped taxation en- 
tirely. Accordingly, a joint committce 
was set to work and instructed to devote 
two weeks exclusively to the investigation 
of revenue and assessment matlers. Their 
instructions were, after they had thorough- 
ly acquainted themselves with existing 
conditions, to prepare a revenue bill and 
supmit it to the house, The committee, 
after faithful work, framed a bill, which, 
With some amendments, has passed both 
houses, and is now a law. It is estimated 
that the operations of this bill wiil increase 
the annual income of the state some  @uiv,- 
QU without working any hardship on any 
one. It is expected to accomplish the re- 
turn for taxation of swtiicient uniaxed 
property to raise the tax by this amount. 

A bill has also been enacted into a law 
which provides for the funding of the 
bonded debt of the state in such a manner 
as to effect a great annual saving in inter- 
est, It is believed the enactment of the 
three new laws above referred to will be- 
fore the next legislature assemblies put 
Alabama’s finances in excellent condition. 

Another source of loss to the state thas 
been an experiment in the way of a new 
convict system, On account of the dread- 
ful stories related of the inhuman treat- 
ment of the state convicts when leased 
to mine operators and in compliance with 
the earnest entreaties of the free miners of 
the state to have them relieved of convict 
competition, the last legislature saw fit to 
enact a new system for the management 
and regulation of the state convicts. An 
enormous plantation along the line of the 
Louisvilie and Nashville railroad, about 
ten miles north of here, was bought by 
the state, and such convicts as were not 
under jleaSe were reimoved there. The 
property Was improved, siockades were 
built upon it and other expenses in con- 
nection with it were necessarily incurred, 
The new system did not prove a success, 
however, and was practically abandoned 
by the legislature, which has just adjourn- 
€d, and the men put back to work in the 
mines and on railroad construction, 

Some rather radical insurance lawe have 
been passed, but the governor has or will 
veto the worst of these as being unconsti- 
tutional. 

Everybody acknowledges that had the 
legislature done nothing else than pass the 
election laws which prevailed, it -would 
have earned its money and the gratitude 
of all of the people. Mr. Sayre’s contest 
and his amendments to the existing elec- 
tion law are so equitable that even the 
constitutional kickers on the populist side 
had to vote for them and acknowledge 
that they were at least a material step 
in the direction of honest elections.

WAS GREAT COMPETITION. 


Proposals for the Construction ef Na. 
val Vessels—Other News. 

Washington, February 19.—The president 
today nominated Erskine M, Ross, of Cal- 
ifornia, to be United States circuit judge 
for the ninth judicial circuit, provided for 
by an act approved February 18, 18%. He is 
one of the best known lawyers and jurists 
of California and has served in the district 
bench by appointment of Mr. Cleveland 
during his first term.

Committee, Discusses City Finances, 


GIVES SOME FORCEFUL REASONS WHY 


Hesitates to Taik butIs Ful'y Drawn Out 
ina Very Interesting Interview—Sug- 
gests Cutting Councilmen’s Salaries. 


‘the proposition of Counc.man Welch, 
who is a member of the finance committee, 
made at the recent meeting of the general 
council, puts forward what promises to bea 
very lively issue in the question whether 
the city should or should not issue $400,000 
of general improvement bonds. 

The purpose, as outlined in the resolu- 
tion introduced by Councilman Welch, is 
for the laying of additional water mains, 
putting down more sewers, erecting a build- 
ing for the Boys’ High school and so forth. 

Of course, no bonds could be issued with- 
out first securing the approval of two- 
“thirds of the registered. voters of the city, 
and there would have tg be an election for 
this purpose. 

Those who favor issuing the bonds be- 
lieve that this is the time of all times 
for such action. They claim that the city 
needs the improvements so much as to 
warrant issuing bonds to this amount, 

Councilman Welch's resolution was in- 
troduced before the general council Monday 
and at his request was referred to the 
finance committee, It will be taken up 
by the committee in the very near future, 

Just at this time nothing could be more 
more interesting than an expression of 
opinion from Mr, Hugh T. Inman, chair- 
man of the finance committee, on this 
subject, which gives promise of proving 
such an issue. 

It is a matter. however, about which Mr. 
Inman was very slow to talk, and it #vas 
after much hesitation that he finally ans- 
wered the queries of a Constitution repre- 
sentative when seen last night at his resi- 


| dence. 
The View of Mr. Inman. 


“In the first place,” said Mr, Inman, 
“there will have to be an election, which 
will cost the city about $1,000, including 
the expense of advertising, engaging 
judges, clerks, etc. When I consider how 
many efforts the county commissioners 
have had, and what a farce the attempt 
has always proved, I hesitate to see the 
city enter into such an expense, believing 
that the $1,000 would be wasted, because 
the election would proVe a failure in point 
of the end in view. Now, it im clear to 
every one that we will have no money to 
waste this year. 

“As to my personal views about bonds, I 
do not wish to be considered as opposed 
to public improvements, or to set up my 
epinion against the opinions of others of the 
general council who may think that such 
necessity exists, but, when we consider the 
great blight that has come over the busi- 
ness interests of the country, we must all 
ses the necessity of economy in public as 
well as in private affairs. It seems to me 
the city government ought to be run on 
the same general plane you would run a 
private business ag near as possible, striv- 
jing always to Hve within our mcome. 

The High School Building. 

“The apportionment sheet made by the 
finance committee this year, as I under- 
stand it, covers all really mecessary ex- 
penses for the year, saving a loan—mortey 
that would be necessary to build the Boys’ 
high school—and, if bonds are necessary at 
all, it would be for that purpose. 

There has been a good deal said by mem- 
bers of the board of education through the 
papers and otherwise on this question With

the year 1596, 

Some Comparative Figures. 

“Here, for instance,” said Mr. inman, 
“we Nave this year an exposition appropri- 
ation of $30,0W, while for time next year this 
appropriation will only be $20,WwU—plainly 
$15,000 more on the city this year than nexi. 

“This year we will have to expend  $),uw 
for extra fire service at the exposition 
grounds, which we will hot have two pay out 
mext year; also, $5,000 for extra police ser- 
yice on the exposition grounds, “kh:ch we 
will Not have ie pay Out Next year, making 
$10,000 expense that.is mot to oe borne in

“Again, extra water pipes are to be laid 
in the grounds of the exposition.this year 
ata cost of $5,000, and this we will not have 
as a burden next year. :

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Southern Railway Employes Fail to Accept 
Mr. Baldwin’s Proposition. 


THEY WILL CONSULT THE GRAND CHEIFS 


A Right Lively Time Expected at Wash- 
ington Whenthe UVhiefsand the 
Grievance Committee Meet. 


The grievance committees of the South- 
ern railway employes have sent for the 
srand chiefs of all the trainman’s brother- 
hoods to assist them in adjusting their dif- 
ference with the officials of the railroad, 

The committees went to Washington 
mor than a week ago to meet Third Vice 
President Baldwin in conference with re- 
Spect to their petition filed sixty days ago 
asking for a restoration of thelr former 
Wages. 

The ‘wages of the men on the old East 
Tennessee were cut in October, 1892, from 
o per cent to 15 per cent, and thé wages of 
the men on the old Richmond and Danville 
were cut from 5 per cent to 20 per cent, ac- 
cording to the amounts received. 

This was done by the old cumpanies be- 
cause Of the depression of business. The 
Southern Railway Company his since that 
time been organized and has bought in the 
old properties, 

Last December the employes of both sys- 
tems of the Southern sent grievance com- 
mittees to Mr. Baldwin, third vice

president of the Southern, to restore to 
them their former wages and blot out the 
cuts. 

Mr. Baldwin asked them to adjourn the 
meeting sixty days and he would make a 
Statement to them from the company which 
he thought would adjust matters. 

The statement was given in fall several 
days ago. It was a frank statement of the 
causes why the Southern could not raise 
the salaries of the men just at this time. 

But, the statement told of a proposition 


to equalize the system of paying wages 
on both systems, the cuts having varied 
on the two systems, 


In this equalization, it is claimed by the | 


men that instead of raising the wages of 
certain men their wages are even made 
Smaller. They claim that on some of the 
hardest tuns on the system, where the 
men were poorly enough paid, there is to 
be still further cuts according to the basis 
of payment incorporated in the statement 
made by the company. The men say they 
would probably have been satisfied if the 
wages had not been restored, but slightly 
raised as a compromise, or even if they 
had been left alone, but when it) comes to 
asking for a Slight raise and getting in re- 
turn a further cut—they say that’s more 
than they can stand. 

This, in brief, seems to be the chief claim 
that is causing the grievance committee 
trouble at Washington. 

There seems to be dissatisfaction among 
the members of the committee. Of course 
those who represent in the committee that 
class of employes benefited by the new 
scale will hold that it ought to be agreed to 
but the man who represents the fellow who 
suffers a still further reduction will not be 
so willing to agree. 

It is hoped that no trouble will grow out 
of the conference that is to take place when 
the grand chiefs of all the orders are called 
into consultation. 

The following dispatch from Washington, 
bearing on the subject, is full of interest: 


SUMMONED THEIR CHIEFS 


To Aid in Coming to Terms with the 
Southern Railway. 
Washington, February 19.—The commit- 
tee of employes of the Southern railway 
‘company, which has been session in 
Washington for nearly a week, has been 
unable to come to an agreement with 
representatives of the railway company. 
The company, through its third vice presi- 
dent, Mr. Baldwin, made a very full and 
frank statement of the affairs of the com. 
pany and showed why it was not advis- 
able that there should be a general increase 
in wages, as demanded by their employes. 
Since feceiving the statement, the em- 
ployes’ committee has been in secret ses- 
sion and hes finally concluded not to ac- 
cept the schedule proposed by Mr. Baldwin, 
and the grand chiefs of varicus trainmen’s 
brotherhoods have been summoned to this 
city to assist, if possible, in arriving at 
a satisfactory arrangement of the difficulty. 
These gentlemen are expected to arrive 
here tonight. Those into whose hands the 
matter now passes are P. M. Arthur, of 
Cleveland, O., grand chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers; E. E. 
Clark, of Cedar Rapids, lowa, grand chief 
of the order of Railway Conductors; Mr. 
Wilkinson, grand chief of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, and P. F. Sargent, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of Railway 

Firemen, 

It is not yet known certainly when the 
grand chiefs will arrive, but they are ex- 
pected tomorrow morning. It was learned 
today that Chief Arthur, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, is not in 
Cleveland at present and it is not expected 
that he will be able to attend the confer- 
ence here. Chief Sargent, of the firemen, 
was at home in Terra Haute, Ind., when 
the commiitee notified him to come, and he 
is on his way now. Chief Clarke, of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, will have to 
come ali the way from Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
and will not arrive until some time to- 
morrow, In the meantime nothing can be 
done toward solving the knotty problem 
and members of the committee are simply 
Waiting.

The Seaboard and the Association.

As Received by President Hoffman. 

‘Baltimore, Md., February 19.—R. C.

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-CHIBRS CALLED IN. 
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Georgia Granite Has Been Shut Out by 
the Government, 


NO POWER TO INVESTIGATE THE MATTER 


Much Dissatisfaction Expressed Among 
Citizens—The Georgia Granite Indus- 
try Larger Than Dreamed Of 


There will be no further steps taken by 
Venable Bros. in the Kansas City public 
building matter, 

They received a telegram from Congress- 
man Livingston yesterday, stating that 
there was no further recourse possibie, it 
not being in the power of the senate or 
house to make an investigation on the re- 
vection of any bid by the secretary of the 
treasury. 

The announcement in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution that the bid of Venable Bros., for 
erecting the proposed public building in 
mansas City, had been rejected by Secre- 
tary Carlisle, created considerable astonish- 
ment among the citizens of Atlanta, 

Ihe course of the treasury department 
in the matter is looked upon as a serious 
blow to the granite and other interests of 
Georgia, and those who have no personal 
interest in the question expressed them- 
selves freely as deploring the rejection of 
Venable Bros.’ bid, which was, by far, the 
lowest. submitted to the government for 
building the Kansas City postoffice. 

Several months ago the treasury de- 
partment advertised bids for the erection of 
the building, and Venable Bros, having 
decided to introduce Stone mountain gran- 
ite to the country on a much larger scale, 
put in a bid for the work, which proved to 
be the lowest one of a dozen offered. 

The matter was held open by the treas- 
ury officials for several months and after 
having passed through the various chan- 
nels of that department, finally reached 
Secretary Carlisle for his decision. The 
secretary rejected the bid of Venable Bros. 
on the ground that Georgia granite was 
defective and inferior, and was not suitable 
to be put in the government building to be 
erected. 

This decision of the secretary of the 
treasury in face of the fact that Georgia 
granite had been tested for durability in va- 
rious ways, and that it had always proven 
satisfactory, is looked upon as more than 
a iocal matter, one of the largest and most 
important industries of the state being af- 
fected. 

To Keep Their Men at Work. 

In addition to the desire of the owners 
of the Stone mountain granite industry to 
introduce their product in all sections of 
the United States, they had a more im- 
portant reason for making a very low bid 
for the work—that of keeping the several 
hundred men employed at their quarries 
at work, that they might earn enough 
to live during the unusual depression, there 
being no other orders in sight at the time 


the Kansas City bid was made. Venable 
Bros. have stated all along that there 
was absolutely no profit in the -work, 


should they get it, and that if the contract 
was secured, it would simply have the 
effect of giving employment to the large 
number of idie men at their quarries. 

Aside from this last reason why the 
Georgia bid should have been given jus- 
tice, it is claimed that the decision of the 
secretary of the treasury that Stone moun- 
tain granite was inferior, is a mistake, it 
being stated that the granite is equal to the 
product of any quarry, north or south, of 
the country. 

Mr. Venable Talks About It. 

Mr. W, H. Venable, of Venable Bros,, 
Was seen yesterday and when asked about 
the matter, said that there was nothing 
else to say about it, the decision of Secre- 
tary Carlisle being final. 

“We received a telegram from Congress- 
man Livingston this afternoon,” said Mr, 
Venable, “stating that there was no fur- 
ther recourse, it being impossible to go 
back of the action of the secretary, lt 
was our purpose to have the matter inves- 
tigated by one of the two houses, believing 
that We and the state have been done a 
great injustice, but it seems that nothing 
can be done.”’ . 

It was the intention of Mr. Venable to go 
to Washington and look into the matter 
further and endeavor to secure a reversal 
of the decision against their bid, but upon 
the receipt of Mr, Livingston’s telegram 
that intention was abandoned, and no 
formal complaint will be made in the mat- 
ter, ' 

The matter was talked about in commer- 
cial circles yesterday, the general senti- 
ment expressed being that Georgia and her 
granite industry, which has come to be 
of immense proportions, has been discrim- 
inated against, and that grieviously, 

A Blow to a Big Georgia Industry. 

Mr. Stewart Woodson, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, who has 
been active in pushing the claims’ of the 
Georgia industry, was seen last night and, 
when speaking of the matter, said: 

“Some months ago the matter was 
brought brought to the attention of the 
Chamber of Commerce, it being rumored 
that there was some doubt of Venabie 
Bros. securing the contract, despite the 
fact that they were the lowest bidders, 
a:da resolution was adopted by the board 
of directors of the chamber instructing my- 
self, as president, to communicate with the 
senators and representatives in congress 


from this state, urging them te 
do all in their power to have 
the treasury department do justice to 


Georgia, and Venable Bros., which instruc- 
tions were complied with Telegrams and 
letters were sent to Speaker Crisp, Repre- 
sentative Livingston, Senators Gordon and 
Walsh, and others, urging them to interest 
themselves in the matter, it being one in 
which the entire state was interested, in a 
measure. 

“We considered, and do now, that the 
granite industry of Georgia is one of the 
largest and most vaiuable of our mineral 
resources, and felt that nothing should be 
left undone toward securimg a fair con- 
sideration of its claims. In addition to the 
telegrams and letters sent to Washington 
by the Chamber of Commerce, a large num- 
ber of citizens became solicitous about the 
matter, and also wrote our representatives 
to look aftcr it. All of the latter replied to 
the various communications addressed to 
them on the subject, stating that they were 
doing all possible. I was very much sur- 
prised when the news came that Venable 
Bros.’ bid had been rejected, and, as I un- 
derstand the matter, it avpears to be an 
injustice to them and to Georgia. I have 
been told that the Stone Mountain granite 
is perfectly durable, and is in every ‘way 
fit to be used in the building at Kansas 
City or elsewhere. 

“Of course, Il am not an expert on grar- 
ite, and could not give an expert opinion, 
but I have seen a good deal of the gran@e 
used in this city and elsewhere, which ap- 
pears to have stood the test most satisfac. 
torily, and I would have been glad to have 
seen the government make a test of it in 
this instance. I am told that Georgia now 
stands fourth of ull the states in the union, 
in the production of granite, and that the 
growing popularity of the stone has aroused 
the opposition of all the eastern granite 
men, who, of course, do not feel kindly toa 
southern firm coming in competition with 
them in the government work, the latter 
peing considered by them as an encroach-

The maximum coin- 
age vaine is $1.29 and a fraction, and 
the price of silver would instantly jump 
to that maximum as soon as the Jones 
bill became a law. 

All busingss, all products, and all 
Industrial enterprises would be at once 
relieved from the crushing weight im- 
posed upon them by the single gold 
Standard. Prices would gradually rise 
until they reached the bimetallic level. 
and the people would be prosperous aud 
happy. 

If the argument of the agents of the 
gold gamblers that to open the mints 
to the free coinage of silver would be 
giving a few silver miners a dollar for 
50 cents worth of silver is worth any- 
thing at all, the parallel argument is 
far more potent. It is far better to 
enhance the value of silver bullion by 
coining it into money than it is fer the 
people to continue to give $2 worth of 
the products of their labor for gold coin 
and gold bullion. In one case the peo- 
ple more than share the gain of the 
silver miners, for an ounce of silver 
will purchase just as much _ cotton, 
wheat, iron or calico as it would buy 
twenty odd years 2go. So that if there 
has been a real fall in the value of 
silver, all other commodities except gold 
have shared in the slump. ‘To enhance 
the value of silver is to enhance the 
value of all staple commodities, and, 
as this enhancement must be accom- 
panied by a decrease in the value of 
gold, the depression that has attacked 
and that is now destroying the pros- 
perity of the people would be at once 
removed. 

There is, ef course, no hope that the 
Jones bill or any bill like it will be 
made a law by this congress or the 
next. Mr. Cleveland is absolutely com- 
mitted to the single gold standard. rlis 
bond dicker with the foreign gold gam- 
blers shows that even more clearly than 
his efforts to bulldoze congress into 
betraying the interests or the people. 
While all this is true, The Constitution 
does not propose to give up the fight in 
behalf of the people. The honest 
voters of the country may be befooled 
and befuddled by the agents of the 
gold gamblers and of the money power, 
but The Constitution proposes to con- 
tinue to urge them to stand up for their 
rights and liberties. 


The Peacock Feather Waves Again. 

Once more the peacock feather waves 
proudly from the topknot of old Li- 
Hung-Chang, the disgraced Chinese 


statesman. 


He has been recalled to court by the 
emperor of China, and vested with 
plenipotentiary powers to settle terms 
This means that 
Li-Hung-Chang has been restored to the 
supreme position which he has_held 
ever since 1847, strengthened by the ad- 
versities which have overcome his ene- 
mies. 

The career of this man shows how, 
even in the most absolute of despot- 
isms, individuals arise against whom 
no restrictions of tradition or circum- 
stance can hold. In China, where it is 
erally true that no man’s head is his 
own, Li-Hung-Chang, for fifty years al- 
most, has ruled the emperors who have 
come and gone. During that time he 
has been an advocate of progress, and 
as fast’as he could conquer the preju- 
dices of his countrymen, he opened the 
way for commerce, communication with 


| other countries and the improvement of 


his people. He saw the rapid strides 
being made by Japan, China’s old ene- 
my, and it is not his fault that China 
was not equally prepared for the war 
which finally came, bringing with it dis- 
aster for the Celestial cause. 

Then it was that the emperor and 
those who had stood in the way of the 
premier’s progressiveness, sought to 
throw the blame upon him, and after 
stripping him of his feather, his yellow 
jacket, his queer shoes and so on, sent 
him from court in disgrace. The ama- 
teurs in statesmanship who took his 
place, undertook to negotiate with 
Japan, but the government of that coun- 
try would not treat with men who did 
not understand their own powers. 

Driven into his last resort, the em- 
peror has called back Li-Hung-Chang, 
and given him supreme power. This 
means a change of policy, which will 
make it forever after impossible for 
Japan to repeat her late victories over 
the paper-clad soldiers of China. 
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A Premium on Gold. 

A correspondent writes to ask what 
effect a premium on gold would have 
on the people. 

It would have no _ injurious effect 
whatever on the interests of the people. 
There is already a small premium on 
gold in New York, but we presume our 
correspondent uses the term “premium”’ 
in the sense of the price that gold 
would command, provided it were 
driven out of circulation as money. On 
various occasions there has been a pre- 
mium on gold in this country, but, so 
far as we Know, the interests of the 
people were not injuriously affected 
thereby. 

On the contrary, the idea that the pre- 
mium on gold occasioned by the issues 
of greenbacks during the war was 
thought to be so favorable to the in- 
terests of the people that the represen- 
tatives of the democratic party in con- 
gress voted almost unanimously against 
the resumption act, and they were 
seconded by many western republicans. 
Later, the democrats voted as a party 
to repeal the resumption act. It may 
be said, therefore, that a premium on 
gold, in the sense that that metal was 
not in use as money and our currency 
not redeemable therein on demand, 
would affect the interests of the great 
mass of people favorably rather than 
unfavorably. 
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| vorably affect even those who have 


contracted to pay their debts in gold. 
The disuse of gold as a measure of 
Value in a country as powerful commer- 
cially us the United States, would de- 
preciate its value as a commodity so 
that, although goods would be higher 
in price in currency, they would be Tit- 
tle higher in ‘price in gold. 

The measure of relief to be found in 
a premium on gold would be that those 
who are now hoarding currency  be- 
cause it is redeemable in gold and con- 
stantly increasing in value, would no 


longer have any incentive for hoard- 
ing it. On the contrary they would at 
once begin to invest it in various en- 


terprises, and by this means the cur- 
rency famine which the single gold 
standard has produced would cease and 
the greenbacks and treasury notes that 
are now held in the eastern banks would 
begin to flow out into the channels of 
trade and business. 

fn other words, while the great mass 
of the people would actually be bene- 
fired by a premium on gold, those who 
lave contracts payable in gold would 
be no worse off than they now are. To 
illustrate: a railway corporation has 
sold its securities in London in order to 
obtain eapital with whieh to build its 
line. The securities are payable in gold 
on their face. By reason of the de- 
monetization of silver by the United 
States, money has become dearer, prices 
lower, and all legitimate business has 
injuriously affected. The ‘low 
prices of commodities have so affected 
railway rates that the corporations can 
hardly make both meet. Those 
that have not been run to the cover of 
receiverships are almost in the shadow 
of them, and they find the utmost diffi-

We do not see that it would upfa- 


culty in getting the gold with which to 
pay the interest on their securities. 

On the other hand, if there was a 
premium on gold, if prices were higher 
nnd if the money that is now hoarded 
was in cireulation, the corporations 


could not only pay the gold interest on 
their securities with comfort, but have 
enough left to pay thelr dividends.

Carlisle and Senator John G. Carlisle 
with the humble and obsequious occu- 
pant of the treasury portfolio, he can- 
not fail to ke surprised that an Ameri- 
can statesman should have so fallen. 

And all for what? At the sacrifice 
of the principles of a lifetime, with a 
seat in the senate which he might have 
held for life, and the possibility before 
him of achieving a place in history ss 
one of the epochal leaders of the repub- 
lic, he now sits in a cabinet where his 
influence is no more than that of the 
office boy who shouts: “I’m a-comin:” 
at the sound of his employer's bell. 


Reformipg the Laws of Libel. 

The legislatures of various states in 
the north are just now engaged in a 
revision of the laws of libel. 

Under the present laws which pre- 
vail in many of the states, as observed 
by The Chicago Herald, a defendant 
in a libel suit has less righis in court 
than a pickpocket. If the alleged libel- 
ous publication is proved, as it is by 
his own admission, he has no defense. 
Though no actual malice possibly could 
exist, legal malice is assumed. An am- 
ple voluntary retraction yields him no 
relief in mitigation of damages. He 
may exercise the most scrupulous care, 
but a single imposition on his diligence 
subjecis him to speculative prosecu- 
tion. 

The feeling has now grown up that 
all such laws should be repealed. They 
were enacted at a time when newspa- 
pers had no standing in the estimation 
of the powers that rule, and were re- 
garded as enemies by every petty 
official. The newspaper now has be- 
come the great organ of public opinion. 
It is a recognized power -in the land, 
governed by a code of ethics which ren- 
ders all such laws useless in purpose 
and of service only to speculative per- 
secutors. The tendency of the age, 
therefore, is to free the press from the 
exactions of a less enlightened age, and 
hold it responsible only for actual, 
proven malice. On this line the great

states of Michigan and Minnesota have 
already amended: their laws, and a bill 
to the same effect is favorably going 
through the Illinois legislature. 

The Chicago Herald truthfully says: 
“The dectrine of vindictive damages, 
where no malice or injury is found, 
| should have no place, except in extreme 
cases, in the enlightened administration 
of justice. If a man who is libeled or 
suffered any other casual injury, is paid 
the actual damages which he has suf- 
fered, it is enough. Punitive damages 
are inflicted where there has’ been a 
public as well as a private injury. If 
there is no injury to the interests of 
society there should be no payment ex- 
cept of actual damages.”

Flynn, of Oklahoma—his name sounds 
like the enemy and sends a shudder

he had begun to burgeon and be a thing 
of beauty, was thereby cut down. But deep 
as Wwas'the stab to our set, all the more 
poignant was it to Landis, Thurber and 
Ricard, esquire to Bissell. Even Landis’s 
approaching nuptials could not wipe the 
gioom from his brow. Claude Bennett, 
bar Mrs. Westinghouse, has been the great 
gocial iion of the season. He went every- 
where, and on the long winter evenings, 
when time hung heavy and other forms of 
amusement were exhausted, the folk were 
glad to see Claude. His card, quaintly 
engraved, “Claude Bennette, private sec- 
retary to the secretary of the interior,” 
has shone like a star in the hand of ev- 
erybody’s butler. And to now be stripped 
of his regalia, to have the cross of honor 
thus rudely torn from his breast, to be no 
longer private secretary, to sink at once 
from the peacock to the mean magpie of 
privacy, is as pale-faced a grief as any 
since the slaying of the prince imperial 
by Zulus, even as Bennett himself be- 
fore the objectionable assegai of the Zulu 
Flynn. Of course Hoke Smith can tuck 
him away on the payrolls somewhere as 
something. But such has been the omniv- 
orous sweep of the civil service law, leav- 
ing so few perches untouched of its fatal 
wand, that Claude may have to take a 
place as a laborer—a mere snow shoveler. 
Indeed, as the snow shovelers only reap a 
base $0600 a year, Claude would: have to be 
made into three snow shovelers to repair 
the $2,000 rent in his fortunes made by the 
villain Flynn. This would of itelf be diffi- 
cult, not to say irksome. But the worst side 
of it all is the soctal side. How can our set 
receive Claude, who departed a “private 
secretary,” when he returns as a “snow 
shoveler?’ 

It would invite a cataclysm. And then 
how is one to close up the torn ranks of 
the private secretary set and fill the breach 
made by the remorseless Flynn by one 
who is borne on the rolls as a “laborer?”

IN HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


The lessees of the Kimball house have just 
refused an offer of $60,000 for the remaining 
six years of their lease on that property. 

The story was told by a prominent Flo- 
ridian who was here yesterday and who 
says that he knows what he is talking 


about. 

Messrs. Beermann & Co. have a lease on 
the hotel property which is to run for six 
years from the Ist of next May. The offer 
it is understood was made by 2 syndicate 
headed by Mr. Campbell, who is the man- 
ager of the famous St. James hotel in 
Jacksonville. It was a cash offer, the $60,- 
000 to be paid immediately upon the trans- 
fer of the lease. 

The fact that the offer was refused gives 
an idea of the value of this excellent hotel 


property. 


Hon. L. L. Middlebrooks, representative 
from Newton county, is opt in Texas and is 
very much impressed with the quality of 
weather which the Texans are enjoying, or 
trying to enjoy, these days. 

“There is snow everwhere,” he writes. 
“Tye old settler apologizes for the weather 
and says it is the severest in the history of 
the state, and I’m inclined to believe it 
must be true, Everybody out here is hope- 
ful, believing that the snow means fine 
grain crops and abundant grass on the 
plains. They made an abundant crop of 
cotton last year and plenty of corn and 
oats. It would surprise the Georgia farmer 
to see their cotton fields, the stalks from 
three to five feet high and the fields yield- 
ing one to two bales per acre and this with 
no fertilizers. It doesn’t look possible for 
cotton to be produced where the weather 
can get so cold, but as an old settler ex- 
pressed it: ‘Texas is the coldest and hottest, 
‘dryest and wettest country in the world,’ 
I run across Georgians everywhere and 
they are all talking about Atlanta and the 
exposition. Indeed, their chief desire to 
make a fine crop seems to be to get to 
Atlanta during the exposition time, so you 
must look out and prepare to accommodate 
a large crowd.” 

Speaking of politics, Colonel Middlebrooks 
adds: “There is one thing I like about these 
people, they look largely to their own efforts 
to better their condition and do not expect 
much of the government. They take an in- 
terest in politics, but not to the exclusion 
of private business. Most of them are old- 
fashioned democrats, believing in the doc- 
trine that the people ought to rule,” 


Mr. J. B. Gorman, of St. Paul, was at 
the Aragon yesterday morning.

It is more then likely that the checks were 
not passed by the agents of the company 
with any inient to defraud any one. For 
Several years the checks have always been 
honored and no trouble was ever had with 
one. in fact, the Plymouth Rock Pants 
Company had established a splendid credit. 

The agents who passed the checks may 
have done se in the belief that they would 
be paid as they had been previously. One 
thing is certain, however, and that is that 
the company frequently sent out from 
headquarters checks to the amount of from 
$000 to $2,000 per month. The money was 
always sent to headquarters from here by 
wire. if there was a bill to be paid the 
check wes sent from headquarters. 

However, if a man was owed $25 the 
check presented to him was usually $85, or 
more, and he would be obliged to furnish 
the remainder. This remainder was at once 
remitted to headquarters. This may have 
simply been a method of kiting which Tay 
can explain.

The company was forced into insolvency 
and a@ receiver appoated last Friday 
through a suit in equity brought by Thom- 
as H. Snow, administrator of the estate 
of Edwin F. Snow, and also president of 
the company, who i$ a ereditor for $60,259 
On promissory notes. 

The Company’s Liabilities. 

The corporation has outstanding $82,000 
in promissory notes, and $96,000 in accounts, 
and had no available assets to pay these 
obligations. It defaulted last week in the 
payment of ehecks due to the amount of 
$9,000, it is said. 

Receiver Huntress, who is an attorney, 
was authorized by the United States cir- 
cust court to operate the factory and car- 
ry on the business at the several branches. 
and he appointed Charles S. Miller 
temporary manager. Those branches that 
have not proved Ooverprofitable are to be

Those much talked of charges against 
Jumbo Hunter, city warden, have at last 
materialized, and Jumbo will now be given 
an opportunity to explain his personal and

official of the city of Atlanta, for that, 
on divers times, he has neglected the city 
business by spending his time with Mrs. 
Lou Smith and other women of alleged 


improper character. 

The second count of the charges alleges 
that Hunter gave and sent to Mrs. Lou 
Smith various articles belonging to the 
city and to the Atlanta Charitavle Associ- 
ation, such as clothing and other articles, 
the property being in his custody for the 
purpose of being distributed to the poor 
and needy; that the said articles were 
given to her, not because she needed them 
for use or wear, but for illegal and im- 
proper purposes. 

The third specification deals with the 
charge that Hunter beat his children to 
the extent that it became a public scan- 
dal and they were compelled to appeal to 
the public for protection and that they 
appeared before the grand jury and ex- 
hibited their wounds. 

What Jumbo Says. 

Hunter was found at his office in the 
Atlanta Charitable Association's office late 
yesterday afternoon, and when asked if 
he had anything to say about the charges, 
said that he had not seen a copy of them 
and did not know that they had been per- 
fected. 

He was shown a copy of the specifica- 
tions fresh from the assistant city attor- 
ney’s typewriter, and after reading them 
carefully said that there was nothing new 
contained in the charges. 

“The counts contain nothing that has 
not been published,” said Hunter, and all 
I have to say is what I have said all along: 
I am ready for trial, and court it. This 
is not the proper time nor place to repiy 
to them, but they will be answered when 
the committee takes the matter up.” 

The city warden said that he did not 
know who would be his lawyers in the de- 
fense. 

The special council committee appointed 
to investigate the charges against Hun- 
ter was authorized by the adoption of a 
resolution by the city council two meet- 
ings ago, that action being taken by the 
council at the request of Hunter in a writ- 
ten communication. 

In his communication to the council 
Hunter said that he, as city warden, had 
recently been the subject of comment in 
the public papers, and that many unkind 
and unjust things had been caid about 
him. He said that the charges were 
anonymous, it having been impossible to 
find out who his critics and accusers were. 
He said he supposed that the .onorable 
mayor and general council had heard 
something about the charges, and for that 
reason he respectfully petitioned that the 
charges might be investigated and he be 
informed who his accusers were, and that 
he courted an investigution into all his 
acts, private and oificial, feeling confident 
that he had nothing to lose by such inves- 
tigation. 

Will Begin Tomorrow. 

Chairman Hirsch, of the special commit- 
tee, which committee is already being call- 
ed the Hirsch committee, said last hight 
that the charges against Hunter would be 
investigated by his committee, beginning 
Thursday night at 7:30 o’clock, in the coun- 
cil chamber. Mr. Hirsch said that the 
committee expected to get through with 
the investigation in one night. The mcm- 
bers of the committee are Messrs. iiirsch, 
Harralson, Miller, Dodge and Harman, 

The charges against Hunter, as prepared 
by Attorney Colville, and which ne will be 
required to answer, are as follows:

The Constituticn located Mrs. Whitney 
yesterday at the Brunswick, on Whitehall 
street, near Trinity avenue, and heard the 
story of her desertion and search for her 
husband. 

He Commanded a Good Salary. 

“My husband,” she said, “for years has 
commanded a good salary and until he left 
me two weeks ago provided for myself 
and our three children. We did not have 
the best, but we were cormfort2zble, and 
now he has left me without a cent, sick 
and with three liitle children to support. 
Four months ago he left the employ of the 
Baltimore firm that he traveled for and 
signed a contract with J. Rexinstein & Co., 
the wholesale millinery concern on White- 
hall street. The conmract was for sixteen 
months and I think his salary was $125 a 
month. 

“When he left here he lost this position, 
of course, and all for a woman that he 
suddenly became infatuated with. The day 
he left me here I was ¢angerously ill and 
two physicians told him my recovery was 
extremely doubtful. 

“IT went to Augusta and returned penni- 
less. Since then I have been here without 
means of any kind and fear that I will 
have to go to the hospital. If that happens 
I don’t know what wiil become of my three 
little children, who will have no home and 
no one that is under any real obligation to 
provide for them. I arm now staying here 
without any means in sight with which to 
pay my board or even buy the medicines 
that I need.”’

He has sold goods for various 
houses in the southern states for years 
and was considered an excellent salesman. 
He and his family boarded at the Bruns- 
wick for some time before he deserted his 
wife and he owed a board bill there amount- 
ing to $60 when he left. When Whitney left 
Atlanta he told his wife he was obiiged 
go on a business trip. 

Later she learned that he was in Augusta 
and had as his companion a woman with 
whom he was infatuated. 

Mrs. Whitney, the deserted wife, is a 
small woman with a sad, but pretty face 
and ts educated and refined. Her figure is 
slight and she plainly shows the effects of 
her recent illness. She will make another 
effort to have her truant husband arrested 
on a charge of desertion. 


BOTH OF THEM RELEASED. 


Raymond and Smith Are Discharged. 
No Charge Against Them. 

After having been kept in the police sta- 
tion for a week With no charge against 
them, Harry Raymand and W. H. Smith 
were released yesterday, and that, too, after 
a number of cities had been wired for 
their records and many efforts made to 
find a charge against them.

He was the 
cause of my trouble, for if he had not come 
into my place I never would have been 
arrested,’’ 

Smith’s wife, who worked hard to have 
him released, will help him in the restau- 
rant. Raymond, the race track boy, cele- 
brated his release by buying a new shirt 
and patronizing a ‘barber. After that he 
began making preparations to leave for a 
favorable climate. 

“I am done with Atlanta,” he said as he 
left the police station, “and I am going to 
leave as quick as I can. Richmond is where 
I want to go. When I get there I can get 
money just as soon as I make myself 
known to a man in business, a good man, 
too. I will have to take my chances on 
making the trip, for I am out of money and 
can’t get a ticket. 

‘When I was arrested my partner had $10 
of mine. I would not tell where he was 
and he had to leave town or be arrested. 
He took my money with him, but I know 
where to go to get it,” 

So ends the case upon which the detec- 
tives built such great hopes. 


KEPT THEM WAITING. 


Detective Barrett Failed to Notify

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A MAN OF MYSTERY 


L. 5. Bogardas Buried at Austel After 
Being Dead Sixteen Days. 


HIS PAST AN UNKNOWN STORY 


He Wasa Very Wealthy Man—He Led, 
Deliberately, a Hidden Lie, Making 
His History Known to No One. 


In a heavy metallic casket the embalmed 
remains of L. 8S. Bogardus, the man of mys- 


tery, who has lain at Austell for more than 
two weeks, were buried in the quiet little 
cemetery at that place yesterday morning. 

The interment was a quiet, simple affair, 
attended by about tw@nty-five residents of 
Austell, none of whom knew anything of 
the history of the dead man, They were 
acquainted only with the two weeks of his 
history immediately preceding his death. 

The mysterious stranger is now a greater 
mystery than ever. Although nearly three 
weeks have passed since the man’s death, 
although the widest possible publicity has 
been given to the strange story and al- 
though every human effort has been ex- 
hausted to find his relatives and discover 
his past history, nothing was developed 
and the dead stranger, who evidently was 
weil off in earthly possessions, was laid to 
rest by the hands of strangers, Every day 
the mystery concerning his life seemed to 
grow déeper and deeper. 

“He was certainly a mysterious man,” 
said Mr. Shelverton, who had charge of the 
remains, and who conducted the funeral. 
“He was a living mystery. He deliberately 
covered up his past, I think, and did every- 
thing he could to keep his past from being 
discovered. I think he did this for a number 
of years, Every indication points to it. 

“TIT have received many letters concerning 
him, They came from all parts of the coun- 
try. I have them from California, Chicago, 
St. Charles, Mo., New York, points ir. Geor- 
gia-and Texas and all over the country 
in fact. Everybody agrees as to the facts 
of the man’s history, yet no man seems 
able to place him correctly or to tell where 
his home is, Everybody says the man is a 
mystery and has kept himself hidden for a 
number of years, The wonderful part of it 
is that all the letters, covering such a wide 
area of territory, agree as to the man’s 
history. At various periods the man has 
turned up at the points from which these 
letters came and has left just a little of his 
history there, No one man understands all 
of his history. 

“He was very wealthy, all agree, and had 
large holdings in Missouri, Mississippi and 
in California. He has a large deposit in 
Los Angeles, from which place he came to 
Austell, He has lived well for a number of 
years past, as everything I hear suows that 
fact. 

“He spent quite a long while in Chicagd 
a few years back and I have heard a good 
deal of him from that ctty. He has a mwotb- 
er and two sons living if the information I 
get from Chicago is correct,.”’ 

Bogardus left some personal effects when

Bogardus had been dead sixteen Gays 
when buried, He died from blood poisoning, 
cause by morphine injections in the arm. 
He had, for a number of years, been a vic- 
tim of the morphine habit, and was @ com- 
plete physical wreck when he reached the 
Sanitarium at Austell for treatment. For 
several years past he has traveled about the 
country stopping at various health resorts, 
in search of relief. He never found it. He 
heard of Auteil and went there for treat- 
ment. He died two weeks after his arrival. 

Mr. Shelverton embalmed the remains at 
once and prepared to held them for burial 
until the family of the dead man should 
appear and claim them, It was thought at 
first that the dead mam was Captain Bogar- 
dus, the famous rifle shet, but this ws 
soon disproved. Cagsttaasm Bogerdus was 
shown to be alive and well at his home in 
Lincoln, Dl. 

¥esterday every hope of the tmmedtate 
finding of the dead mman’s family being 
exhausted Mr. Shelverton and other citizens 
of Austell quietly buried the stranger, A 
grave was dug at a good location In the 
town cemetery and wWile about twenty-five 
citizens looked on, the dead man was low- 
ered to his last resting place. 

The bedy was buried in a strong metallic 
casket and should the relatives of the dead 
man turn up in the next few years it will be 
an easy metter to have the remaing disin- 
terred and removed. The dead man had 
more than enough money to defray the ex- 
penses of a handsome burial.

New York, February 19.—Again there was 
@ sort of “soda water boom,” by which 

ices were lified 2 to 4 points, and then 
ost most of this as the mild effervescent 
subsided. New Orleans sent selling orders 
and local operators here also sold on the 
rise, as it is only a small scalping market. 
The advance was due to a slight rise in 
Liverpool and small receipts at the ports. 
Rather colder weather was predicted for 
the south during the next twenty-four 
hours, and light rains were reported. Some 
of the Greek interest bought March here 
and sold the later months. There is talk of 
short time in Bolton, England, and there 
is a hint that it may possilly be adopted 
in New Englard. EBrenham, Tex., expects 
heavy wagon receipts this week and re- 
ports the weather clear and pleasant. 
March notices may be tendered here on 
Thursday of this week, but not inany are 
expected. The Texas state report, dated 
February l4th, says the ground is in a 
favorable condition for plowing and plant- 
ing. The south was offering spot cotton 
quite freely today. New Orieans declined 
1 point and then recovered it. The market 
showed less strength than New York, a 
fact which is not without its significance 
in view of the bull pointers received from 
there today. Liverpool was firm and un- 
changed on the spot, with sales of 8,00 
bales; futures there advanced 1 point, buf 
lost this and closed steady. Manchester 
was quiet. The port receipts were 14,906, 
against 34,496 thas day last week and 
17,809 last year. The total thus far this 
week is 35,558, against 75,911 for the same 
time last week. New Orleans 5,000 to 7,000 
tomorrow, against 14,569 last Wednesday 
and 6,975 last year. Spot cotton here was 
dull and unchanged and at the south it 
was steady to firm at unchanged prices. 
New Orleans sold 5,000 bales and Memphis 
1,00. Augusta received 1,890, against 273 
last year; Memphis 630, against 261; St, 
Iouis 494, against 550, and Houston 3,481, 
against 3,233 last year. Galveston receipts 
are estimated at 5,000 to 5,600, as compared 
with 1,186 today. It is noticeable that 
prices here respond but feebly even to the 
small receipts, which may not exceed 90,000 
for the week, against 141,002 last year and 
82,527 last year. The reason is that there 
is a general expectation of a large crop 
movement, with warmer weather and bet- 
ter roads at the south. Any advance at 
the present time based on light receipts 
is considered by the great majority of the 
trade here as purely transitory and likely 
to be succeeded in the near future by a 
downward turn as @ result of large ar- 
rivals.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The Cereals Were Quoted Lower at 
the Close Yesterday, 

Chicago, Iil., February 19.—Wheat bulls 
had the questionable consolation of a minia- 
ture bulge that did not hold today. It was 
not from lack of bull news that the market 
was suffering, but rather from the heavy 
but slightly aecreasing stocks, the exceed- 
ingly poor demand, both domestic and. tor- 
eign, and the bearish sentiment which has 
assumed the character of w havit. The ad- 
Vance came from reported heavy sales lor 
export at New York yesterday, which af- 
terwards faiied of complete verification, and 
trom very fair cieatances from Boston. Tne 
Baltic, Indian and sundry port shipments 
were light at 2,308,000 bushels, their small- 
ness being ascribed to difliculties of naviga- 
tion at the present season. Lradstreet’s re- 
port gave a decrease in the worid’s visible 
supply of 2,880,000 bushels without practical- 
ly moving prices. The weakness at the 
opening was owing to the heavy receipts 
in the northwest—500 cars. May wheat 
opened from 52%@52%c., sold between 53 and 
bZi2c., closing at the laiter, %4@\%4c. under 
yesterday. Cash wheat was dull without 
change in the quotations. 

Corn—The ups and downs of corn were 
not significQ@nt of important trading, but 
were merely coincident with those of 
wheat. The opening was rather easy, 
strength succeeding but weakness eventual- 
ly taking possession of the market. Brad- 
street’s reported a decrease in the availa- 
ble stocks of 322,000 bushels. May corn 
opened from 4442e@44%c., sold between 444%@ 
44%ec., and 444 @444%&c., closing at the inside, 
i4@~%ec. under yesterday. Cash corn was 
firm and 4@%ec. higher, closing nominally 
easy. 

Oats clung tenaciously to the opening 
price, 29c. for May, only advancing a frac- 
tion above and declining a fraction lower 
in a few instances, but finally closing at 
275@c., lec. under yesterday. The absence of 
trade explained the narrowness of the 
range, the tone being derived from wheat 
and corn, Bradstreet’s reported a reduction 


liberal proportions it is falling short of the 
calculations a month ago, and it now ap- 
pears reasonably sure that the season on 
March Ist will close with a considerably 
smaller number than the estimates a month 
aco suggested, The quality of hogs being 
received continues very variable, but quite 
a fair proportion represents satisfactory 
condition. The provision market has 
veloped little of new feature or of basis for 
much relief in the near future from the 
unsatisfactory conditions experienced by the 
packing interest. The demand for product 
has been good, but supplies have enlarged 
and are not likely to assume a diminishing 
tendency until the manufacture is decidedly 
reduced.—Price Current.

The government report makes the num- 
ber of horses in the country, February Ist, 
15,893,318, a decrease of 187,821 compared with 
a year ago; mules, 2,333,108, a decrease of 
19.123; milch cows, 16,504,622, an increase of 
17,129; oxen and other cattle, 34,364,216, de- 
crease 2,242,952; sheep, 42,294,064. decrease 
2.755.953; swine 44,165,716. decrease 1,040,782. 
The total value of the live stock is $1,819,- 
446.306, a decrease of $351,370,448 compared 
with 1894. 

The latest official, crop report from Italy 
is very favorable. 

The latest reports from Russia are that 
shippers are asking an advance in prices, 
making fresh shipments difficult. 

The Market Record reports a decrease in 
northwestern private stocks of wheat of 
368,000 bushels during the past week. 

The monthly statement of the Daily Trade 
Bulletin of Chicago of the American and 
foreign wheat stocks, shows a decrease in 
American of about 10,000.000 bushels compar- 
ed with January Ist, although the stocks 
are still about 11,000,000 bushels in excess of 
February Ist, last year. The ~European 
stocks of wheat and flour increased about 
5.600,000 in February but are still 20,000,000 
bushels less than the corresponding time 
last year, Of the decrease a‘broad 2,500,000 
bushels are in Russia; 15,000,000 bushels in 
France and 7,400,000 bushels in the United 
Kingdom, while the amount of wheat afloat 
for Europe is about 4,000,000 bushels larger. 
The aggregate stocks of wheat at home 
and abroad are equal ta@ 223.496.000 bushels, 
against 227,975.000 bushels on January Ist, 
and 232,978,000 bushels on February list last 
year, During January the'total stocks were 
reduced 4179,000 budhSXs. against about 
twice as much decrease a year ago. 

The stocks of grain in private elevators 
at Chicago are reported at 3.825,000 bushels 
of wheat; 873,000 bushels of corn, 748.000 
bushels of oats and 375,000 bushels of barley. 

sroomhill makes the shipments of wheat 
and flour from Australia, including New 
Zealand, during the second half of January. 
872,000 bushels, of flower 240,900 bushels was 
for London direct and 432.000 for orders. 
The shipments during the present’ cereal 
year have been 1,008.000 bushels compared 
with 816,000 bushels during the corresponding 
time of the previons year.

SHOULD GET AT IT. 


It Is Time to Begin Preparations for 
the State Exhibit. 

Charleston, S. C., February 19.—(Special.) 
The organization for the purpose of send- 
ing an exhibit from South Carolina to the 
Atianta exposition has gone far enough to 
Warrant the assurance that an exhibit 
will be made that will be fairly represent- 
ative of the principal resources and, in- 
dustries of the state and creditable to the 
state as well, far as the men of the 
state can make it so. The colonial colec- 
tion, which is intended to form a part of 
the woman's exhibit, it is probable, will 
also be a good one. There is now on foot 
a plan to have an exhibit By the farmers’ 
wives and daughters. The News and Cou- 
rier, in its editorial today, writes of the 
plan as follows: 

“Qur agricultural women should havé a 
plaice in the picture also. Most of the 
prize products of the garden and orchard 
would go into their department, probably, 
if the lines were drawn very straight and 
justice were done to the real workers. 

“Certainly the greater part of the best 
part of the floral and horticultural prod- 
ucts would go into their exhibit. Without 
touching on doubtful or disputed ground, 
however, there is a large field of agricult- 
ural indusiry that its occupied and cultt- 
vated by women aione, and their work 
in this field should be well represented in 
their exhibit. The main purpose of the ag- 
ricultural exhibit is to snow to the people 
of other states and countries what we 
can make on South Carolina farms—what 
a var.ety of crops, fruits, vegetables, etc., 
we derive from the generous soil and cli- 
mate of the siate, and What uses can be 
made of them for purposes of con.fort, 
convenience, luxury, business and profit. 
The class of people Whom we most aesire 
to reach and impress by tmeans of our 
exhibit at Atlanta, and so inmiuce them to 
setule in South Carolina, is the ag::cultural 
class, farming people, and that class will 
pay very attention when they visit 
our exhibits for purposes of Mmvesiigation 
to the evidences and tokens «; how we 
live, and What we live on, on our farms. 
There is a very general impression 
throughout the northern and- western sec- 
tions of the country that the average 
farmer and his family in the south, in- 
cluding South Carolina, eat corn bread 
and fat bacon and turnips and sweet po- 
tatoes three times a day, and have little 
eise to eat and nothing io sell the year 
round. it is the part of our agricultural 
women to correct this error, anc tbeir 
exhibits at Atlanta will affurd tne best 
epportunity they could wish fer ics cor- 
rection. They should make the most of 
that opportunity. But it it is time to 
make a beginning, if the exhibit is ‘to be 
a creditable one. Nearly ¢very remaining 
month will have its especial fruits and 
vegetables and flowers, and, therefore, its 
especial tasks and duties for ihe purposes 
of such an exhibit. The work should be 
carefully organized and distributed to in- 
sure the best results, and the best results 
are what we want. The exposition is not 
a county fair, nor a state fair. The whole 
country and the world will be there to 
see what we have to show. it is nigh time 
to make a beginning unless we are con- 
tent to make a failure.’’

Another 
resolution adopted was one expressing the 
thanks of the department to Hon, Hoke 
Smith for the especial interest he had 
taken in their edition. 

Mrs, Robert Barrett was present at the 
meeting and was unanimously elected as 
an honorary member of the board and was 
asked to interest herself in orranizing a 
committee in Washington for the promo- 
tion of the exposition, and the fact that 
she conrented to do all in her power to-

The ‘house 
was the pink of comfort and neatness and 
the land around looked uke a bit of para- 
dise, There was no sign of labor anv- 
where and I asked of the man there: ‘How

“tT have a lot of littl women to take 
care of me,’ he said, and then he took me 
out and showed me his beehives, full of 
amber honey. 

“ft raise the flowers,” he said, ‘and the 
bees gather in the gold.’ 

“£ tell the storv,” said Mrs. Parrett, 
“simply to illustrate the beauty of bee 
culture, and I hope a great many women in 
the south will look seriousty into this in- 
dustry. Honey brings twice as much per 
pound as cotton and the makings costs 
almost nofhine.”’ 

Mrs. Lanter introduced a resolution that 
a horticultural hall be added to the build- 
ing, provided that she raised the funds for 
that purpose. This resolution was car- 
ried.

The Citizens of Harris County Fear a 
Negro Uprising. 


CALL UPON THE GOVERNOR FOR AID 


An Incendiary Fire That May Result in 
Further Trouble—Tbe Harris Contest 
Cases Settled—-A Pardon. 


-" 


Harris county is the scene of the latest 
race troubles. 

Information received from that county in- 
dicates that In certain districts the negroes 
have banded together and have been gullty 
of such depredations that the white people 
are fearful of an uprising. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the governor yesterday and the state 
has been asked:to offer a reward which will, 
it is believed, tend to disclose the real facts 
in the case. 

Hon. T. M. Kimbrough, of Harris county, | 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
governor yesterday, In his letter he states 
that in the region between Waverly Hall, 
Ellerslie and Cataula the negroes, who are 
largely In the majority, are on the eve of 
an uprising and very serious trouble is 
feared. So far as can be learned, the only 
grievance they hold is that the white people 
have meat and provisions while they have 
not, and they propose to get them, “hey are 
organized and are holding secret meetings. 

The only fear they have seems to be from 
the military company of Harris county, 
the Gordon troops, This is gathered from 
what some of the negroes have themselves 
said and is borne out by the fact that on 
February 14th, eat 4:39 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the house of Captain Slack, of the 
Gordon troops, was fired by incendiaries and 
was completely destroyed, In the fire the 
majority of the arms, saddles, ammunition 
and equipment of the soldiers was destroyed 
and it is believed that the object of the fire 
was to either obtain possession of these or 
to destroy them. 

“We have been successful so far in con- 
trolling the whites,” writes Colonel Kim- 
brough, ‘‘and we think we can continue to 
do so. But they are greatly incensed and are 
badly scared, amd if there are any more dep- 
redations there may be very serious trou- 
ble.’’ 

Colonel Kimbrough writes that the burn- 
ing of Captain Slack’s home is regarded as 
simply the beginning and more trouble is 
expected this week. 

As soon as the proper forms are filled out 
by Mr. Kimbrough, a reward will be offer- 
ed. It is a noticeable fact that the recent 
whitecap race troubles have been in west- 
ern Georgia and it is believed that this is 
but another of the series of troubles which 
have developed in Troup and Marion and 
other counties in that region. 

The Harris County Contesf. 

The Harris county contest was settled 
yesterday morning in fevor of the sitting 
members who are populists. 

The charges made by the contestants were 
general in their nature and in the opinion 
of the committee were not sufficient to war- 
rant the case being decided in their favor, 
The sitting members from Harris are Hon. 
Rh. B. Trayior and Hon. 8. D. Greer. 

A Milton Man Pardoned. 

The governor yesterday granted a pardon 
to James Sheats, of Milton county, who, 
in 1892, was sent to the penitentiary under 
a ten years’ sentence upon a charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. 

The testimony in the case was such as t® 
indicate that it was in reality a mere case 
of assault and battery, The pardon was 
recommended ‘by the judge, the solicitor, 
the Members of the grand jury and a num- 
ber of prominent citizens.
